man brought in his place and he was 
finally taken into a saloon at the corner 
of Eddy.

Across the street from the freight de- 
pot a big two-story brick warehouse had 
great cracks driven in its walls and its 
roof blown off. Several shacks along the 
tracks, occupied by squatters, were re- 
duced to splinters.

FRONT, SAYS THE CALL 


FROM THE SAN FRANCISCO CALL. 


Former Governor Pardee has declared himself as unalterably opposed to state 


control of the Oakland water front, for the reason that the Southern Pacific con- 
trols the State. The fact upon which Dr. Pardee bases his argument 
is suf- 


ficienlly established. The former governor says the thing that is when he charges 
that the Southern Pacific dominates the government of the state; he knows what 
he is talking about. But that is not a sufficient reason for stripping the state of 
its proper functions, among which Is the control and administration of its har- 
bors. The logical conclusion from such a premise is not that the harbors should 
be taken or kept out of the hands of the state, but that the state should be taken 
out of the hands of the Southern Pacific. 
Dr. Pardee's facts are all right, but his 


theory is all wrong.

Into the needs of the state's harbors was part of a grabbing scheme for the benefit 
of the Southern Pacific and the Western Pacific, it is not borne out by the rec- 
ord.

Even 
with only one part to one million parts ot 
water, if & person could drink eight gal- 
tons all at once, not even the slightest 
trace of the copper itself could be detect- 


•The chemical 
action of the copper 


sulphate with the organic 
compounds 


causes the formation of oollodlal precip- 
itates, which are carried to the bottom 
where they remain inert and incapable of 
doing any harm. 
"Were water not studied scientifically 


and treated in such a manner, the de- 
velopment of the organic life would go 
on unretarded to such an extent that the 
water would hardly be fit to drink. Not 
that these organisms are poisonous, but 
the organism imparts us characteristic 
color and odor to the water, which fre- 
quently tastes very disagreeably when 
these organisms are present, 


"This algae Is the green scum which 


is often seen on the surface of standing 
water. The algae flourishes during the 
warmer summer months. Two varieties 
were found in the present Instance, but 
both were of the commoner species. Prof. 
Cook, the great English biologist, had a 
collection of some thirty thousand differ- 
ent varieties, »o that the two kinds-of 
algae developed simultaneously at Lake 
Chabot was nothing unusual. 


"The algae and diatoms which were 


there last week, are no more, for the 
copper sulphate has cleared the water of 
these forms of life, anu the microbes 
that are left are the healthy ones the 
system needs. 


"The introduction of the copper sul- 


phate was a simple matter. It was taken 
in burlap sacks, thrown overboard and 
towed around the lake. The soluble cop- 
per sulphate readily diffused itself into 
the water."

Supreme Court Reverses Case of 


Invalid Sentenced for 


Manslaughter. 


SAN FRAKCISCO, Aug. 10.-—The sen- 


tence of Henry Smith Imposed^by Judge 
Dunne has been reversed by the Supreme 
Court, and a new trial granted. 
Smith 


was convicted of manslaughter In Judga 
Dunne's court and sentenced to seven 
years in the penitentiary at San Qune- 
tln. 


Smith was convicted for the shooting 


of Joseph McCann in this city on July 
11, 1905, at Taylor and Eddy etreets. At 
the trial it was brought out that McCann 
had made several, derogatory 
remarks 


about the mother and sister of Smith, 
and when the latter demanded an expla- 
nation McCann assaulted hltn. 
In the 


struggle that followed Smith flred two 
shots, both bullets penetrating the ab- 
domen of McCann, and from the effects 
of these wounds McCann dfed a few days 
later. 


Smith was of slight build, while Mc- 


Cann weighed about 250 pounds. The de- 
fense proved at the trial that McCann 
was the aggressor, and attempted to In- 
troduce evidence showing that for two 
years Smith had been a sufferer frcm 
catarrh of the stomach, and that ho was 
under meoical treatment at tho time of 
the shooting. Judg«ie Dunne denied the 
introduction of this evidence, which the 
Supreme Court holds was, in itself, a suf- 
ficient error to entitle the defendant to 
a new trial.

BONAPARTE GIVES PUBLIC 


IDEAS OF STANDARD OIL 


"Ho Blood in a Stone," Says He, "but a 


Stone Can Be Ground Up"—Confer- 


ence With President. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10—Attorney Gen- 


eral Bonaparte, who visited President 
RooiffVfclt 
at 
Oyster Bay 
yesterday, 


stepped for a brief period In this city be- 
fore going to his home In Baltimore. 
While here he talked more, freely of his 
conference with the President and inti- 
mated that next month might bring out 
new developments of Importance In the. 
campaign in the alleged law breaking 
corporations. 


"I do not wish to make any secret of 


the fact that the talk between the Presi- 
dent and myself was in reference to the 
fine imposed by Judge Land Is against the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana," said 
General Bonaparte. 
"We discussed that 


also with the step as to what should be 
taken as a result of the investigation of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission of 
the Harriman railroad 
system. 
What 


will be done in regard to both questions 
I cannot tell at the present time." 


A3 TO INDIVIDUALS. 


General Bonaparte was asked If there 


would be any prosecution of individuals, 
and he replied 


"I will say that If we do what the doc- 


tors call a good case those higher up will 
come In for their share of the Investiga- 
tions. The cases will be pushed to the 
limit 
So far as the smaller fry are con- 


cerned, I do not think there is any use in 
going after them

the companies " 


"Will the Standard OH Company of In- 


diana be forced to pay the fine if its ap- 
peal fails?" 
"That Is a question, the 
answer to 


which can only be found in the future," 
said Bonaparte smiling. 


"The President and I talked over the 


amount of the fine imposed by the court 
and we both sympathised very much with 
the company," added the Attorney Gen- 
eral, and his smile broadened. 


"But how can the Standard Oil Com- 


pany of Indiana pay a fine of over 29,000,- 
000 on a capitalisation of only $1,000,000?" 
he was asked. 


"If the decision just obtained Is affirmed 


by the Court of Appeals then we will go 
after our monev and get it in some way," 
answered Bonaparte 
"It is true that a
